' .There are persons who have an instinctive dislike for dogs, 
but the.great, majority of 'the human family is constituted 
titherwise. Most men and:w,omeivand practically all children 
have a fondness for dogs- whitir;irrtlearly the most compan- 
ionable of all dumb animals. 
He who has not known the 


fr'iendship,of a dog has missed one of the strongest attyeli- 
meills in the world. What happier sight is there than a healthy 
bqiy or girl romping and carousing wjtli a good-natured dog? 


The person who can be guilty .of. poisoning a dog without 


specific cause must be abnormal in some particular. If a dog 
is. not properly cared for by its owner and is disposed to arid 
allowed to make itself, obnoxious,, complaint should be made 
to the owner, and if he fails to, act the authorities of the town 
or city should be appealed to!. Not uiitll all other means have 
been exhausted should one take into, his own hands the task 
of removing such a nuisance as a troublesome dog may be, and 
then he should go about it like a mail and not like a sneaking 
coward.

man, woman'and child, and il is regrettable that it is next (0 
impossible to'apprehend and bring him to justice.
